The largest rough diamond hitherto found 


It 
Was sent to the court of Portugal, to which 
nation Brasil then belonged, and was vari- 


ously valued by experts up in the millions. 
But it turned out to be only $2,000,000, 
as it waa not brilliant. 


Bine of Four Pound Iron Weight. 
Mew York, Jan, 27.—[Special.J—Take a 
handful of putty the size of an ordinary four 
pound tron weight to be found:in any gro- 
cery atore. Fashion it roughly into round 
mass, and you will have approximetely the 
size of the newly found diamond unearthed in 
Pretoria. Such @ gem, it is said by local 
experts, ia too large for wear. In 
all probability it will be cut up into smaller 
stones. Even if it ie kept intact it probably 
will lose from 40 to @0 per cent in cutting. 
The firet information of the bic find came to 
this city by a cable dispatch to ex-Congress-

Kung, Tiffany's diamond expert, explained 
the size of a 3,000 carat diamond as com- 
pared to the four-pound iron weight.

man is for consplracy.. The alleged subornation of perjury consisted in inducing Dod se: 
to make an affidavit that he had never been served with papers in the divorce case. The 
alleged conspiracy consisted in an alleged attempt to defeat the ends of es by ne 
marriage to Morse set aside illegally.

The grand jury has investigated every 
phase of the case. The preparation of evi- 
dence has been in the hands of Assistant 
T District Attorneys Rand and Garvan; they 
practically have done nothing else all month. 
One line of inquiry has been to find out who 
supplied the. $80,000 that was spent on Dodge 
in Texas_in an effort to keep him out of 
' Jurisdiction. It is believed this money has 
been traced to most of the hands it touched. 
To prosecute the Dodge case Jerome got $35.- 
000 from the board of estimate and appor- 
tionment. 
Two Law Firms Disrupted. ! 
Growing out of the Dodge-Morse case there 
| have been internal troubles in two law firms | 
‘which* represented Dodge and Mrs. Morse. 
-Tast’ March Benjamim’ Steinhardt, in: a fa- 
mous interview, annoupced that Howe & 
Hummel were acting fof Charles W. Morse 
and that they expected to be reimbursed by 
him for the money that was. being spent on 
Dodge. Right after that Steinhardt went to 
a sanitarium and it’ was said today that he 
since has had nothing to do with the affairs 
of the firm. 

Difficulties between members” of the firm 
of Fursman, Little & Schwarzkopf resulted in. 
the disruption of the firm. Jolin Schware- 
kopf had Fursman’ arrested”in Troy for 
perjury after Fursman’ had’ had Schwarz-

| NEWS OF THE THBATERS 


Chicago Orchestra. 

The American composer had a hearing at 
the public rehearsal of the Chicago orchestra 
yesterday afternoon in Orchestra hall, and it 
may be said at once that he proved himself 
competent, 

A few years ago he was a personage much 
in evidence. Not that he was having many 
of his works performed, but his friends were 
swinging cudgeis for him, and there was a 
deal of fuss and pother about the duties we 
as a nation owed him, and how until we be- 
gan to foster him he could not thrive. After 
a time the commotion subsided, there was 
little of fostering anywhere in sight, and the 
world jogged on. 

Latterly, the American composer has been 
coming gradually to the fore and his ad- 
vancement Nas been in manner which 
promises more for his ul te well being 
than did the forcing process tried some years 
ago.. The recognizing of the American com- 
poser merely because of his being American 
can result in nothing good for him or for 
music’s advancement in this country. That 
his works have to have a hearing in order to 
become known is true, but the music must 
have merit of its own if it is to endure and if 
“ American "’ music is to enjoy public favor. 

The compositions which are now making 
their way to the front are proving meritor- 
ious. They do not need to beg indulgence be- 
cause of their origin. They are good music, 
and therefore they are welcome. And thus 
the cause of the American composer is grad- 
ually advancing, and the problem of him and 
his art is slowly but surely solving itself. 

Among the musicians of the United States 
who have doné much toward the helping of 
the American composer, none stands out 
more prominently than does Theodore 
Thomas. It was often claimed by his oppo- 
nents that he was antagonistic to the native 


works by American composers during his 
long career. Hs asked only that such works 
should possess merit sufficient to justify 
their presentation. And, owing to our being 
young in musical art, not many of the works 
submitted to him were able to satisfy his de- 
mands. He placed on the program he had 
for this week’s concerts two com- 
positions which met his approval. Their ap- 
pearing there proves this. And, as per- 
formed under Mr. Stock’s direction yester- 
day afternoon, the wisdom of the late con- 
ductor’s choice was demonstrated. —

NE of the most remarkable instincts 
of birds, and one of the hardest to 
explain, is the migratory instinct. In 
no other class of animals is this so 
highly developed. Although the fact 
that many birde migrate has been known, 
ahd has been the theme of homily, fable, and 
etill @iffer widely not only as to the ex- 
planation of the instinct but also as to the 
number of birds which have it. 

Prof. A. Newton, a distinguished English 
naturalist, says migration is practically uni- 
versal. The author of the articie on ** Migra- 


Encyclopedia, just as emphatically declares 
it is confined to a few species. A comparison 
of authorities indicates they are both partly 
right. The truth seems to be that almost all 
birds do migrate with more or less regularity, 
but that only a few, such as the passenger 
pigeon, which travels in enormous flocks, and 
with great rapidity, sperid the warm and cold 
seasons in widely separated regions. 


+ 
The annual migration northward usually 
begins at the commencement of the rainy 
season. What catses it to begin Just when 
there is promise of greater plenty of food in 
the tropics is impossible to say. The routes 
taken usually lie along sea coasts, river val- 


The old males take the lead, the old females 
come next, and the weaker-pinioned yearlings 
bring up the rear. Most birds fly by night 
while migrating, and it often happens in 
spring, in the temperate regions, that people 
get up in the morning\and find woods alive 
with birds which the evening before contained 
none atall. The migration toward the trop- 
ica, which takes place in the fall, is doubtiess 
due to decreasing supplies of food, but more 
especially to increasing cold. ; 


It is well known that the same birds re- 
turn to the same localities, and even to the 
same nests, year after year. By what means 
do they so accurately guide their flights? 
Various explanations have been offered, none 
of which is entirely satisfactory.

There seems to be little quesijon that this 
is the way the homing pigeon guides its 
wonderfully rapid flight; and Mr. Darwin 
proved beyond doubt that it is by sight that 
vultures find their prey. It is well known 
that vultures begin to come from immense 
distances toward a carcass as soon as it is 
dead. It used to be thought they were at- 
tracted by its odor. When Mr. Darwin was. 
at Valparaiso he tied several condors in a 
row and passed in front of them with a piece 
of meat in paper. Not one of the animais 
detected the meat’s presence. He finally 
pushed it directly against an old male's 
beak., The bird, smelling it at last, attacked 
it with fury, and all the others began flap- 
ping their wings violently. If one vulture 
which ts flying about.sees another begin to 
descend from the air he immediately sus- 
pects the presence of a carcass, and follows 
the first one. A third follows the second, a 
fourth the third, and so on; and presently 
the appetizing object is surrounded by birds, 
some of which have flown from places miles 
distant.

The old birds may hasten te 
full development of the nest building ag 
fiying instincts by instruction, but i Bas 
been pretty conclusively proved that thes 
instincts develop themselves at their proper 
season, even though the young ones have 
been separated from the old ones as soon as 
hatched.

Which is a new kind of circular muff for the 
teapot, fills a long felt want existant ever 
since coffee pote that are broad at the base 
have been the fashion, It is especially suit- 
ed to the after. dinner coffee pot, with its 
tall, slender neck, and also Ate all the French 
and patent coffee pots to perfection. 

Two circular pieces a little longer than the 
bottom of the coffee pot are first cut. Then 
two strips about é¢ight inches in width are 
cut long enough to gather around each circle. 
Thick layers of wadding are cut the same 
shape and fitted between outside and inside, 
and a circular piece of pasteboard is laid 
In to give & little firmness at the bottom. 
Along the upper edge a cord is sewn, and 
tacked at regular intervals, so as to make 
‘openings for another cord or ribbon, which 
is run through and used as a drawing string. 
It draws up around the coffee pot so as to 
keep the heat in where it is needed, and for 
the low, squatty teapots it has the advantage 
of allowing. the spout, which usually steams 
and spoils the cozy, to protrude.

é ( VAN THE TERRIBLE,” by K. Walis- 
zewski, translated from the French 
by Lady Mary Loyd QJ.

“ Groznyi” means respected and worthy of 
respect rather than terrible. But no one can 
read the life of the Czar Ivan without con- 
cluding that regardless of his Russian name 
ei is rightly calied in English “ the terri- 

Ivan was born in 1580, was left &n orphan 
in 1583, took the title of caar in 1547, and 
died in 1584. The author's description of 
Russia in the sixteenth century is a dark and 
horrid background for the story. The char- 
acter of the soldiers with whom Ivan. won 
his victories seems to have continued in the 
Russian army of today. “In cases of de- 
fense their superiority was evident. Once 
shut up and cut off from all chance of tak- 
ing to their heels in fiight, they were extraor- 
dinarily tenacious, bore cold and hunger 
without a murmur, ‘died in their thousands 
on the earthworks and wooden defenses they 
perpetually repaired, and never gave in till 
_the last extremity.” 

The author regards Ivan as an exemplifica- 
tion of Lombroso’s theories about genius and 
insanity. A degenerate placed in a position 
where none of the restraints ordinarily felt 
have any power, Ivan left a black name be- | 
hind him, but yet is entitled to credit for 
his real achievements: The arrangement 
of Waliszewski's book leaves much to de- 
sire, but it is the fruit of long and careful 
study. The translation reads smoothly, and 
the annexed bibliography will aid those desir-

Miss 
Blind, who was herself a poet of considera- 
ble ability and the author of at least one ex- 
cellent novel, was well fitted by training and 
sympathy to be George Eliot's biographer, 
and the present editor has not needed to 
change the body of the text. | 


With the gradual fading away of personal 
distrust of Miss Evans’ morals, growing out 
of her union with Mr. Lewes, there has 
come into being a wider recognition of the 
value of her writings from an educational 
standpoint. At the same time there has 
been a tendency to exalt her earlier work. 
at the expense of her later, more elaborate 
novels. For a time it seemed as if she was

SAINTSBORY HISTeRY OP cece 


Jeannette L. Gilder, Editor of the Critic, Writes of 
Changes in the Publishing Ling. 
UBLISHERS have come down a good 
dealin their ideas of sales within the 
last four or five years. A hundred 
thousand copies of a novel was not 
considered anythifig to boast of a few 
years ago. Indeed, some books were started 
at a hundred thousand, and their sanguine 


sublishers expected that they woulé run} 


into half a million before the year was out. 
Jn some cages this expectation was realised; 
+> others it was not, But nowadays they are 
scarcely looking for the first hundred thou- 


Sir Alfred Harmsworth, who has some- 
thing like. fifty-seven varieties of period- 
icals on his list, argues that there is nothing 
in book publishing—-that fs, nothing in money 
compared to the publishing of periodicals. 
lf a magazine or a weekly gets a circula- 
bon of 250,000 or 500,C00 copies it is fairly 
sure to keep it. If a certain article attracts 
eufficient attention to quadruple the sales of 
a certain number, the next number will prob- 
ably sell equally well, and the magagine minay 
8° On Selling In the same quantity for a year 
cr more. This is never true of a book nor of 
an author, 


When Messrs. &. P. Dutton & Co. pub- 
lished “ON THE OLD ROAD THROUGH 
FRANCE TO FLORENCS,” by Hallam Mur- 
ray, H. W. Nevineon, and M. Carmichael, 
just before the holidays, they had no idea 
that they would sell more than one edition of 
the book, as it was high priced and not along 
the lines of popularity. To be sure, it has 
not had a great sale compared to the sale of 
a novel, but every copy they had was sold 
out before Christmas, and there were loud 
cries for more. Now they have just brought 
out a new edition, which proves what I say— 
that an experienced publisher can’t tell any 
more than the merest layman how a book is 
going to sell. Books of travel as a rule are 
not.“ big sellers,” but this is an unusdal 
book—the work of three clever men going 
over one of the most delightful routes of 
travel on the continent, I know of several 
people going abroad early in the spring who 
are to follow the route laid out by these three 
Englishmen. Just as no end of people with 
automobiles at their command used “ The 
Lightning Conductor ” as their guide book a 
season or two ago, 

Speaking of lightning, it is said that light- 
ning never strikes twice in the same place, 
which is argued about books as well as the 
electric fluid. And yet Mr, Oliver Herford 
has twice hit the popular taste. When he and 
two friends brought out “ The Cynic’s Calen- 
dar” they had no idea what &@ success it was 
going to be. Neither had the publisher, for 
he was not prepared for the demand; so this 
year he brought out a new edition which 
seemed to be quite as popular as the first. 
Then Mr. Herford staffed in alone and 
brought out the “ RUBAIYAT OF A PER- 
SIAN KITTEN.” which the booksellers tell 
me was the best selling book of its kind 
during the holiddys. Now I suppose we will 
have the “ Rubaiyat of a Persian Lamb” 
and anything and everything that the old 
Omarian name cah be attached to. But they 
Won't go. It must be a novelty every year, 


George Gissing’s posthumous novel, “ VER- 
ANILDA,.” is just about to be published by 
Messrs. E. P. Dutton & Co. This ‘s the un- 
finished story about which there has been so 
much preliminary talk. Mr. H. G. Wells was 
ir:vited to finish the story and write its intro- 
duction. He wrote the introduction, but It 
vas not acceptable to the friends of Mr. Giss- 
ing and was, therefore, thrown out. After 
the displacement,of Mr. Wells, Mr. Frederic 
Harrison waa eiipsan for the work, which 
now appears wit® his introduction—a short 
one compared to that of Mr. Wells. As to tho 
two or three missing chapters, he considers 
that they are not indispensable to the book 
as a work orart. So they were not written by 
another hand; which seems to me decidedly 
the wisest course to have taken in the mat- 
ter. “ Not only was the writer cut off at thse 
age of 46, before this romance was in type,” 
writes Mr. Harrison, “ but he-lid not live to 
bring [t quite to its natural close. It is print- 
ed by those he ieft behind him from his papers 
in the state in which they were found. There 
were no adequate. materials to show how he 
had designed it to end. And it was out of the 
question to attenipt to supply what he was 
not permitted to complete.” Then Mr. Har- 
rison goes on to say: 7 

“Tt is not at all a torso—a trunk without 
limbs or head. It is a finished piece of aculp- 
ture, from which some portions have been 
broken off and lost.. To the thoughtful reader 
this lacuna will but add to the pathos and 
the charm of this singularly original book."’ 

* Veraniida ” is a story of Roman and Goth, 
an historical romance constructed on a plan 
most unusual.. It deals with real historical 
personages and actual historical events; and 
it is composed after long and minute study of 
the best contemporary sources and what re- 
mains of the Iiterature of the time, The scene 
is laid in the sixth century, the age of Jus- 
tinjan and Belisarius, a time of which the 
general reader, as Mr. Harrison truly re- 
marks, knows almost nothing. Mr. Harrison, 
however, does know a good deal on this gub- 
ject, and he finds that he has been fascinated 
as he read the proofs of * Veranilda,"’ which 
he judges to be “far the most important 
book which George Gissing ever produced; 
that one of his writings which will have the 
most continuing life.” - 

Nothing could be further from the style of 
Gissing’s other stories than this Roman tale. 
His earlier works were more in the line of 
Dickens; that is, he wrote of the lower walks 
of life—of the sordid doings of plain people. 
But his books lack the humor of Dickens; in- 
deed, they lack much that gave Dickens’ nov- 
els their fame. They were only like Dickens 
in subject and in thelr realism. 

I doubt if “ Veranilda” will ever become 
popular. I doubt ff any novel that is known 
to be unfinished has ever been popular. But 
at the same time, there are more of the ele- 
ments of popularity in this story than any- 
thing of Gissing’s that I have read. 


That dashing soldier and man of affairs, 
Maj. Arthur Griffiths, is just publishing 
through Cassell & Co. " FIFTY OF 
PUBLIC SERVICE,” which is the story of 
his life. Maj. Griffiths has devoted a large 
part of his life to prison work. He was a 
government, inspector of prisons, and with 
the material gathered at first hand he has 
made a number of books on the subject. 
There are some grewsome anecdotes in this 
book. One of Marwood, a famous hangman, 
who, Maj. Griffiths tells us, “‘ was a con- 
-noisseur in rope, and greatly preferred to 


use that of his own selection, as he told us |. 


one day when he tried his * noose’ on some 
of us. I shall not easily forget the feeling 
of the awful cravat around my neck, the hor- 
ror of it greatly emphasized by the grewsome 
touch of his twisted, knotty, extraordinarily 
powerful hands, ‘It's a first rate article.’ he 
wished to impress on us when we would have 
no more of his experiments; ‘I always use 
the purest hemp; it’s what 1 supply to the 
‘colonies when they ask for it’ (he did quite 
@ trade in ‘rope’); ‘quite silky to the touch, 
none of your rough manila, which has no 
stip.” | 

Maj. Griffiths, however, did not spend aii 
his life in prison work. He tried his hang at 
editing, and with an American “ angel’’ he 
started a boys’ paper called Grip, which 
lived for one month. His story of the founa- 
ing and exploiting of Grip is am 
ticularly so to any one who knows the ing

ROF. GEORGE SAINTSBURY has 
completed his product extraordinary, 
“A HISTORY OF CRITICISM AND 
LITERARY TASTE .IN.. EUROPE.’ 
Two previous volumes of this work 
have found admiring if tnadequate mention 
in these columns, The third volume has to 
do with modern criticiem. The period cov- 
ered by the third volume is short in éompar- 
lgon with that of the other two, but this is 
offset by the great increase tn the quantity of 
the output. For criticism has kept pace with 
other literature. 

Saintsbury is more thaf familiar with his 
subject. He is intimate with it. He gossips 
about it—extends confidences, Indulges in. 
witticisms, writes in any one of half a dozen 
languages, and makes references to ancient 
quartels and half forgotten controversies. 
He is, indeed, bound up in his subject and he 
takes It for granted that he is to have readers 
of quality, 

He considers criticism to be an actual, 
Gefinite department of literature, and he 
feels justified, therefore, in writing a history 
of it in being as explicit as if he were writing 
the history of a province or of a political 
party. This explains sufficiently the inclu- 
sion of many matters which the person not 
absorbed in the question of criticiam might 
be inclined to regard as immaterial. 

Prof. Saintsbury has had the patience—the 
formidable patience, cne is inclined to de- 
nominaté it—to take up each critic of note 
from. the .time of Lessing to that of 
‘Nietasche, and in the greater number of 
instances to give consideration to each 
notable criticisth offered by each man, exam- 
ining the criticilam and making comment 
upon it. ny 

It is, indeed, with a new feeling that the 
reader follows this work, which gives to a 
work of criticism the same respectful con- 
sideration that it would to a drama or a 
poem. 


Prof. Saintebury has never been Inocu- 
lated with academic feara, and he is not 
afraid of being as original as he knows how 
to be. He is not ashamed of vivacity, wit- 
ticisms, surprising comparisons, or electrify- 
ing similes, Learned his boak undoubtedly 
is, bat pedantic or dull, overscrupulous as 
to meanings it is not. His comprehension) is 
swift, his appreciation geherous, and his 


extreme. 
It is quite exhilarating to the irritated 
American who cannet dwell in the cryptic 
chamber of literature to have the author 
assert his disbelief in the transcendent qual- 
ities of Coventry Patmore, and his hesitancy 
about giving Walter Pater a seat with the 
greatest is also pleasing to who have 
inwardly groaned at being req to keep 
pace with Pater’s mincing gait. 
The chapter devoted to Sainte-Beuve is one 
of the most notable in the book. It is seldom 
that a book about a book is actually de- 
manded, but.it may be truly said that all 
men will have a better understanding of the 
significance and intent of modern criticism 
by reading what Saintsbury says concern- 
ing Sainte-Beuve. 


Saintsbury has been so explicit or so con- 
descending as to furnish the dicta of modern 
criticism, so that his creed stands printed 
large for all to read. His judgment of litera- 
ture is purely esthetic. He does not consider 
that literature has any more moral responsi- 
Dility than art, sculpture, or architecture. 
There is not, he asserts, any such thing as | 
“monstrous beauty.” When the English 
critic gets that far he gets a good way—as 
far as damnation, our ethical pobife will be . 
lable to think. 

The memory of, let us say, “ Episcopo & 
Co.,"” as well as of a hundred other books, 
arises to emphasize the question whether 
“ style’ will make acceptable the Alth and 
folly of a disgusting tale! We be virtuous 
barbarians in these parts, and a robe of 
purple velvet over a carcass cannot make us 
oblivious to the stench. 

Prof. Saintsbury opens way for disputes 
in plenty, and there is every evidence that, 
were he at hand, he would conduct then, 
with a daring and dexterity likely to make 
even the most obstinate antagonist quail. 
(Dodd, Mead & Co., publishers.) 


Mr. Frank Moore Colby has a brisk hu- 
mor, and in his “IMAGINARY OBLIGA: 
TIONS” hits off our foibles—national, per. 
sonal, and otherwise—with jocund indiffer- 
ence to our sensibilities. He talks about a 
great many things—‘“ Literary CompufSion, ’ 
“The Crowded Forum,” “ The Frightenéd 
Minority,"" Rigors of Education,” Cer- 
tain Pedantries,” “The Business of Writ- 
ing,”” and other topics. 

Mr. Colby has an unjaded appetite for life, 
and he likes life in the large, so to speak. 
“Were it not for the presence of the un- 
washed and the half educated,” he writes, 
“the formless, queer, and incomplete, the 
unreasonable and absurd, the infinite shapes 
of the delightful human tadpole, the horizon 
would rot wear so broad a grin.” And Mr. 
Colby likes not only the horizon but his 
readers to wear a grin. He wears one him- 
self and is not,.at all mean or secretive as 
to the reason of it, but with the best will In 
the world makes clear the point of the joke. 

Mr. Colby delights tn taking the nonsense 
out of pomposity, pretense, and obtrusively 
respectable conformity, and by hook or crook 
he contrives to get most of us in one of these 
categories. If anything particularly delights 
Mr, Colby it is a Public Sentiment, a Genera! 
Apprehension, or a Recognized Menace. 
. These things are for his delectation, but not 
for his reverence. He has an innocuous laugh 
at almost everything—even at epigrams. If 
he had not done this I might have ventured to 
quote a few. And in view of his open scorn 
of compliments I dare not praise his book. | 
He shows, indeed, scant respect for review- 
ers, and I dare not—even if I knew how—be 
humorous about a book which frankly de- 
clares that we hear too much about Ameri- 
can humor, which, by way of a bewildering 
‘paradox, he illustrates with distinctly Ameri- 
can jests of unmistakable flavor and inimi- 
table glee. . 

What is one to do with an author so per- 
verse and so independent? Is he to be passed 
by for fear his light satire will overtake 
the. reviewer? The reviewers may, indeed, 
pass him by, or endeavor to do so, for there 
is no question that he will take plenty of 
wind out of their sails, but the public is 
bound to read what he hastosay. And few 
will be so owlish as’not to fall into his mood. 
(Dodd, Mead & Co., pyblishers.) 


”“ THE PRACTICE OF SELF-CULTURE,” 
“by Hugh Black, is a pretty solemn perform- 
ance. It deals, to use the author's own 
words, “ with the practical ways in which 
the self can be equipped for service.” This 
is quite indicative of the book. There is plen- 
ty of truth told in the 260 pages, but it seems, 
most of it, to be superfluous. A collection 
of obvious definitions and a recapitulation of 
ancient saws may be well for the authorand 
even serve a need of the publisher, but there 
will be few either so patient or so dull as to 
‘follow it through its sententious instruc- 
tions to its supremely ethical end.
